Breaking the Habit. 

The new China is desperately in ear- 
nest in its efforts to put an end to 
opium smoking. On Christmas day, 
1512. a stringent manifesto was issued 
by the government^absolutel.v prohibit 
injrlthe people from indulging in the 
habit.

The Lexington Herald of Monday 
contained the followng mention in brief 
of various persons who have held the 
position of clerk of the Bourbon 
County Court. The Herald aavs: 

"Pearce Paton, clerk of the Bourbon 
County Court, has authorized the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for re- 
election to that office at the . primary 
election next August. 

"Mr. Paton has made a very effici- 
ent clerk, and has won popularity by 
his genial and accommodating manner. 
The County Clerk's office in this county 
is one in which frequent changes have 
not been popular. 

"It will be of interest to Paris read- 
ers to know that from the beginning of 
the county in 1786 to the present time, 
a period of 127 years, the county has 
had only ten clerks. 

"The first person to hold that office 
was John Edwards, who was elected in 
1786. He wag a man of considerable 
eminence and on the admission of Ken- 
tucky to the Union in 1792, he was the 
i first Senator from Kentucky. 

"Mr. Edwards was succeeded in 1792 
: by Thomas Reeder, who held the office 
until 1795, when Thomas Arnold was 
j elected. Mr. Arnold was succeeded in 
i 1803 by William Garrara, Jr., who re- 
signed on May 1, 1815. and was suc- 
ceeded by Thomas Porter Smith. Mr. 
i Smith was the father of the late Dr. 
I Thomas P. Smish, of Paris, and the 
I grandfather of Hon. Jonn S. Smith, 
[formerly County Attorney of Bourbon. 
I afterwards Commonwealth's Attorney 
I of the district composed of Bourbon, 
i Scott, AVoodford and Franklin counties, 
' and is now practicing law in Indian- 





ti.In— voufeel M blue.'

At the last meeting of the State 
Democratic Convention, the Demo- 
crats of theJState, through their repre- 
sentatives, adoptedjrules requiringlthe 
Democrats to meet at their .respective 
voting places on the third Saturday of 
January, 1913, tomorrow at 2 o'clock 
p. m. and elect precinct committee- 
men. The sections of the rules above 
referred to are 'as follows: 

Section 19. Said precinct commit- 
teeman shall be elected on the third 
Saturday in January, 1913, and shall 
be residents of their respective pre- 
cincts. The'Democrats ot this state 
shall meet at their various voting pre- 
cincts at the hour of 2 o'clock p. m., 
and proceed, to the election of a com- 
mitteeman to serve unti his successor 
shall be elected by order of a succeed- 
ing State Convention. The retiring 
precinct committeemen shall call their 
respective precinct mass meetings to 
order and shall preside until the mass 
meeting shall elect a chairman. Where 
there is a vacacy in the office of pre- 
cinct committeeman, the chairman of 
the countv committee shall designate 
some qualifiedIDemocrat!living in the 
precinct to call said meeting to order 
and preside until the election of a 
chairman. 

Section 20. On the Monday follow- 
ing such election, such precinct com- 
mitteemen shall meet at their various 
countv seats in the counties having 
not more than one legislative district, 
and in counties having more than one 
legislative district they shall meet fat 
some convenient place in their legisla- 
tive districts, to be ^designated by the 
respective county or legislative dis- 
tricttchairman then in office who shall 
preside and organize by electing a 
chairman who may or may not be a 
member of said committee. The chair- 
man or secretary may be removed at 
the will of a majority of said commit- 
tee. In counties containing cities of 
the firstgclass. these meetings and all 
other meetings of the precinct commit 
teemen in the legislative district em- 
bracing that part of the county outside 
the city shall be held at the county 
courthouse, or at some "other conveni- 
ent place designated by *the chairman 
of the legislative committee, of which 
due notice shallfbe given.

Tobacco. 

The increased demand for all kinds? 
of tobacco throughout the civilized 
world has resulted in tobacco culture 
in Mexico. 

An excellent quality of tobacco is; 
raised in the territory of Tepic, most 
of it eoing to Mexico City, where it 
is manufactured into cigarettes. The 
production is estimated at 610 pounds 
to the acre. It is packed in bales of 
152 pounds and averages in piice_about 
$10 per 100 pounds. 

* The tobacco is planted from Novem- 
ber tu January, and the harvest begins 
in July. Unless seed is wanted the 
plant is'alwaya topped. |?As the leaves 
ripen they are cut and hune on ropes 
to dry in the sun, then piled under 
■halter, covered with grass and banana 
leaves and allowed to sweat, after! 
which they are packed for market. I 
The tobacco averages dark, and is mild , 
or strong, according to whether the 
veins are removed or not. 

In New York the Mexican leaf 'is \ 
considered of such high quality that, it 
il said, wrappers .of the same are used ; 
on what are afterwards put upon the 
market as first class Cuban cigars.

Station in Maine Has Arranged to 
Turn Out Half a Billion Lobsters 
This Year. 

Half a billion lobsters will be the 
number hatched at the government 
station at Boothbay Harbor, Maine, 
for the present year. It is a huge 
figure, bigger than most people can 
realize. It will also mark a record 
for the number of shellfish brought 
to life at the government place. 

At the present time there are at the 
Boothbay hatchery 13,529 seed lob- 
sters from which eggs will be secur- 
ed. 

The season for collecting the seed- 
ers extends into the spring of the
